The mudhole had had its day 
and a very short one it was. 

Most unfortunate of all, the black name went to 
the Freshman class as a unit, not to the few who actu- 
ally deserved it, There were plenty of good soldiers in| 
the group who would have’ stood for most anything 
during the course of the mudhole activities, rather than 
eliminate the custom altogether.’As it happened, they 
weren’t given the chance. 

But we could easily forgive even those whose col-

was a°7.8% gain over last year 
for the sophomore women. The 
distribution of deficiency notices 
to women students was as fol- 
lows: 97 received one slip, 37 
received: two slips, 10 received 
three slips, three received four 
slips, and two, received five slips. 
All who received more than two 
pink slips and who do not raise 
their grades before the end of 
the semester ‘will be automatic- 
ally dropped from college.

With 53% of all men attend- 
ing the Salinas Junior College 
receiving deficiency notices, the 
record this year is slightly higher 
than it was last year. One thing 
that these men students who 
have received deficiency notices 
this semester should take into 
consideration is that when they 
receive a “cinch notice” it should 
not be taken lightly. These defi- 
ciency notices are a record ‘of 
students’ standing at this time. 
If a student has received even 
one pink slip it means that there 
is room for improvement in that 
particular subject. This year 237 
men. out of 367 .attending the 
S.J.C. received deficiencies. Out 
of these, 105 have deficiencies in 
one to three units (29%), 46 of 
them in four to six units (30%), 
and 41 men have them in seven 
or more units (11%). 


DR. HALL REVIEWS NATURE AND CAUSES 


OF PRESENT CRI 


The basic cause of this moral 
and mental lethargy, which has 
slain so many victims in other 
countries, is a failure to under- 
stand the world situation in its 
matrix of political and economic 
evolution. So stated Dr. Luella 
Hall, S.J.C. faculty member, last 
Tuesday, at a meeting of the 
American Association of Univer- 
sity Women at' the home of Mrs. 
W. H. Oliver, in Santa Cruz. 

Calm, clear and logical, Dr. 
Hall traced the pattern of world 
thought and history leading up. 
to the present crisis. 

Based on her conclusions 
regarding the causes of the first 
world war, Dr. Hail became con- 
vinced in 1938 that another out- 
break was imminent though her 
friends scoffed. 

“It seems to me that the whole 
trouble is that we haven’t seen 
this thing with its entire back- 
ground,” she said. “I am not sat- 
isfied to drift along with the 
wave of the future. Part of this 
fault lies in our ignorance of 
history, political. economy and 
economics. This ignorance applies 
as much to college graduates. as 
to others. They went through col- 
lege with practically no knowl- 
edge of these things.” 

In speaking of the world rev- 
olution, which began in 1415, Dr. 
Hall explained the philosophies 
preached by Locke and Rousseau, 
Dr. Hall went on to say, “The 
Bourgeoisie invoked the right of 
revolution to win a recognition 
of the natural rights of man and

to smash the last strongholds of 
feudalism. Thus the middle class 
rising in power since the com- 
mercial revolution initiated in 
1415 by the Portugese explora- 
tions along the west African 
coasts, won the final victory for 
bourgeois democracy and capital- 
ism. This was a dynamic and 
slowly developing democracy, 
which did not achieve full politi- 
eal equality until after World 
War I.” 

“T think that one cannot do a 
greater disservice to democracy 
than to represent it as having all 
the virtues in contrast. to all the 
evils on the other side,” the 
speaker stated in her explanation 
of the fact that the revolutions 
spanning the turn into the 19th 
century had not. given the world 
stability. Commercial wars have 
been frequent, industrial devel- 
opment has caused great prob- 
lems and government machinery 
became complicated, leaving 
many problems to be solved. 

But one thing was. settled by 
the first World. War, Dr. Hail 
went on to say, for no capitalistic 
combination would ever have 
launched another. war. 


The present conflict is a new 
revolution and has its roots trac- 
ing directly to the teachings of 
a group of certain philosophers: 
Machiavelli, extolling the leader 
who rules by intrigue and deceit; 
Karl Marx, who first sketched 
out the collectivist system and 
the rule of the proletariat; 
Nietzche, and Sorel. “These phi- 


losophers appealed to countries 
who lost out in the World War.” 

“All countries. who have fol- 
lowed these philosophies have 
three points in common,” she 
said. “They want to subjugate 
the masses, control the capitalist 
leaders and each to eventually 
gain. control themselves.” 


V Drives 


In speaking of the “V” cam- 
paigns in conquered countries, 
Dr. Hall considered them more 
of a sign of a moral victory over 
Hitler than an indication that his 
power can be overthrown. His 
success is due to mechanical 
superiority and no matter how 
great their patriotism they can- 
not fight without weapons. 

“Are we going to be bystand- 
ers and spectators until we are 
the only country left in the 
world to stand up against this?” 
Dr. Hall’ asked in conclusion. 
“Even if he does not attack us 
in military conflict the economic 
conflict will expect that if Hitler 
is able to overcome the British 
Empire that they are going to 
respect the Monroe Doctrine; 
there are too many resources of 
South America and Mexico that 
are needed and wanted. That our 
young people are cynical and 
feel that they have no stake is 
a great error, for their future is 
going to look very black if this 
force.-continues. This is not a 
scheme of rich old men planning 
to make cannon fodder of them 
to serve their own interests.”

Judging the quality of 
the content of a recording by 
merely regarding the introduc- 
tion, isa foolish mistake made 
by many so-called popular music 
enthusiasts. Introductions lead- 
ing to the main musical theme 
are not necessarily. indicative of 
the band’s ability, because they 
usually contain strictly ‘‘script 
play.” with no instrumental ad 
libbing. 

Many groups employ the piano 
for the majority of their intro- 
ductions, with either saxes or 
brass supplying background.
